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Last Auto Race for the Vanderbilt Cup 
to Be Run at Santa Monica on Thursday.

BOUT this time last year William 

K. Vanderbilt Jr., when asked 

what he planned to do with the 

famous cup that bears his name. 

replied: “ On one of my trips to 
Murope I am going to drop the cup in 
the Atlantic ocean yith the words, 
‘Here goes nothing!’ It will not be 
missed, for nobody wants it. The cup 
and the race for it have outlived their 
usefulness.” 

The huge silver flagon is not being 
ased now as a drinking cup by the mer- 
maids, however. At the present time 
it is in Santa Monica, Cal. On Thurs- 
day Resta, Aitken, De Palma, Ricken- 
hacher, and other stars of the American 
speed constellation will match their skill 


and daring in a 300 mile race for its 


possession and $7,000 in prize money. 

Thursday's race, however, will bo the 
last classic for the cup on which have 
been inscribed the names of George 
Heath, Victor Hemery, Louls Wagner, 
George Robertson, Harry Grant. Ralph 
Mulford, Ralph De Palma, and Dario 
Resta. Santa Monica has saved the tro- 
phy from immersion in the Atlantic, but 
the millionaire donor and the patron 
saint of automobile racing in this coun- 
try has decided to regire the once covet- 
ed prize for all time after this year. 

The cup and the race, w. had its 
inception in 1904, will pass to the realm 
of remembered things. 

Before Dido went to her funeral pyre 
she attired herself as though she were 
to receive a potentate. When she bared 
her arm for the poisonous sting of an 
adder Cleopatra wore the richest gown 
in her regal wardrobe. So will it be 
with the last Vanderbilt cup race. The 
death of the classic will be a gorgeous 
spectacle. California has supplied a 
couch of wondrous beauty on which the 
race of all automobile races will be laid 
to rest. With barking exhausts and 
thundering motors the fastest cars in 
America will sound the Vanderbilt’s re- 
quiem.

The Vanderbilt was America’s first 
automobile road race. In the early days 
it served as a laboratory for the motor 


.° ear manufacturers of this country, who 


in the white heat of competition discov- 
ered faults in their products and cor- 
rected them. Foreign cars and foreign 
drivers were attracted to the classic. 
Millionaire sportsmen of New York 
sought fame as speed merchants in their 
quest for the cup. The tréphy and the 
race were an inspiration. Gotham's 
four hundred regarded the contest as 
one of the social events of the season. 
But that day is past. The luster of 
the Vanderbilt has been dimmed by 
speedway competition. Interest in the 
race has gradually waned since the blue

Croker, son of the famous Tammany 
boss; A. G. Brokaw and Harry Payne 
Whitney—who either drove their own 
cars or backed entries in the early con- 
tests.

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How to Prepare 
Your Automobile 
for the Winter. 


By John G. De Long. 
ITH the advent of fall weather 
and the prospect cf a sharp 
drop in temperature at almost 
any time the wise motorist 
should lose no time in 4 fepar- 

ing his car for winter driving. A few 
precautions taken now may be the 
means of saving the car owner a lot of 
expense and at the sume time increase 
the efficiency of his machine. 
The time was when the motorist 
‘placed his car in dead storage soon 
after the first frost ond left it there 
until spring. But improvements in the 
mechanism and the addition of scores 
of cold weather comforts have made 
the modern car something that may be 
safely used the year round. However, 
there are many things that should be 
looked after before the machine is 
ready for the winter campaign. . 
First of all the car should be given 
a thorough guing over from motor to 
‘differential and all necessary adjust- 
ments or replacements made. In most 
cases it is well to drain <i of the old 
oll out of the crank case and replace 
dt with a slightly lighter grade than 
was used in the summer. The thing 
of the greatest importance, however, is 
to take precautions against freezing of 
the water in the radiator and water 
jacket, for if Jack Frost once gets in a 
good stiff punch the car will go down 
and out for a long and expensive stay 
in the repair shop, where welding will 
havé to be done, even if it is not found 
necessary to put on a new cylinder 
block. And a new cylinder block usually 
means new pistons and other things 
that bring joy to the heart of the repair 
man and corresponding gloom to the 
heart of the motorist.

The addition of some good nonfreezing 
solution to the water in the radiator 
e of the utmost Importance and should 
sot be delayed too long. Then, too, the 
radiator must be protected with a cover 
which may be purchased at an expense 
ef from $2.50 to 86, depending upon 
the make and size of the car. This 
cover not only tends to keep the water 
from becoming congealed but warms 
the motor up to its most efficient tem- 
perature. If one’s car is equipped with

The present Darl of 
Rothes was so delight- 
ed with his visit to the 
United States and was 
so impréssed with the 
advantages offered for

Engiand, that instead of sailing for home he re- 
mained on this side of the Atlantic and sent for 
Lady Rothes, insisting that she should join him 
here in order that she might obtain a personal idea 
of what he had seen and of the conclusions he had 
arrived at. 

She therefore salled to join him on the White 
Star steamer Titanic and was on board that 1 
fated ship when it was sunk, being one of the 
survivors. 

The earldom of Rothes its one of those Scottish

Th 
thirteenth Earl of Rothes had six daughters, the 
eldest of whom, Lady Henrietta Leslie, fell in love 
at the age of 16 with a Devonshire peasant, George 
Gwyther by name, who was employed on the 
estates of the earl.

The most severe blow to the wealth of the fam- 
ily occurred in the reign of Charles IL, or per- 
haps it would be more correct to say in that of 
James II. Down to the time of Charles II. the 
family was immensely rich. 

But the seventh earl had the misfortune to be 
on terms of intimate friendship with Charles II., 
who overwhelmed him with honors, bestowing 
upon him the dukedom of Rothes and the lord 
high commissionership of Scotland, an office re- 
sembling that of viceroy. It was while in posses- 
sion of these dignities that the duke died at 
Edinburgh, which is at a considerable distance 
from the family mansion, Leslie house. 8 
King Charles insisted that as the duke had died

dad among the warmly housed and a dis- 
position to leave untouched the wild and 
the free. 

Our first wonder ts that the disease did 
not wipe out the race in the earlier cen- 
turies, when men were so ignorant of 
the law of sanitation. The reason was 
that the comfortable housing of the 
present civilization is more, provocative 
of consumption than was the poor sani- 
tation of the past civilizations. Other 
diseases have rolled over men like bil- 
lows. Plague, cholera, and yellow fever 
have swept across the world like a 
prairie fire, only to lie down and almost 
distppear for a term of years. 

History is full of instances in which 
a certain part of the world would be al- 
ternately paralyzed by and free from 
malaria. The histories of Greece and 
Rome tell of periods of darkness when 
maiaria was rife and periods of grandeur 
when there was no malaria. This has 
not been the case with consumption. 
There have never been violent epidemics 
of consumption. The disease has never 
laid waste any part of the world. On 
the other hand, it has never let up in 
any part of the world. Gradually, re- 
lentlessly, it has rolled on, slowly m- 


gious, never attracting much attention, 
until nations began to keep books. When 
the books called vital statistics were 
chronicled and studied it was found that 
consumption was first among the causes 
of death. 

Fortunately about the time the infor- 
mation became available the bacillus 
was discovered. Soon after the cam- 
paign to control the disease was 
launched. It is a winning fight In 
1914, according to the census office re- 
port on consumption, for the first time 
in the history of our vital statistics, 
consumption was not the leading cause 
of death. In that year heart disease 
depleted it.

The clinical history of tuberculosis in 
the individual is somewhat like the his- 
tory of the disease. It starts unobtrus- 
ively. Its presence is not suspected for 
a while. It slowly, gradually, makes 
headway. When stock is taken it is 
often found that the disease has become 
well established.

One of the first symptoms of consump- 
tion is fever. The temperature goes up 
in the afternoon to a degree higher 
than normal. In the forenoon it is 
about half a degree less than normal. 
A diagnosis cannot be made on this 
temperature curve alone. It is not in 4 
proper sense a basis for a diagnosis of 
consumption. It is merely a basis for a 
suspicion of consumption especially . 
when associated with other symptoms. 

The fever of consumption is due to 
absorption of toxins or poisons secreted 
by the tubercle bacillus. These toxins - 
also cause a feeling of lassitude, tire, 
and give-down. It is usually this feel 
ing of give-down which causes the party

HE trouble is that the doétrine of “not gullty”

emphasize that themselves. If you cannot punish wrong- 
doers, society and state will be at the mercy of ruffians 
very. soon. The prophets deny, that, but I think that not 
very, many, of us will share their. optimism. They say 
that criminals ought to be treated like sick people—while 
in medieval times sick people were often treated like 
criminals—but this would lead to a chaos of inverted no- 
tions. Civilization would perish through mental anarchy. 

Pertiaps Mr. Biatchford would say now: “Well, be 
frank, my. dear critic, do you believe that man is responsi- 
bie?” and I would have to answer: “No!” Every action 
of ours is the last link of an endless chain; it reaches 
backward and forward into eternity; it is the necessary, 
and inevitable effect of unknown causes.

VERY attempt to weaken the feeling of personal 
responsibility seems pernicious to me. I think that 
a man and a nation both can be saved only by the 
strongest possible development of this feeling. I 
think that in this very moment there is no more mo- 
task in this country than that. If I were the 
president I would announce a holiday of_atonement after 
the election campaign and admonish people to ponder 
over ‘the sentence that this nation can never become a 
better nation if we do not all of us strive for that feel- 
ing of responsibility which pervadedthe soul of Saint 
Augustine and Nathaniel Mather. How many words would 
not have been spoken, how many deeds would not have 
been done if we were still guided by the small inner voice 

to which so very few of us listen! 


Thisfhation is threatened by the unrestrained selfish- 
ness of the individual which sets its ego on the throne 
and adores.it. To tell such a nation in a moment of 
danger and that we are not guilty, whatever we 
may do, is the crime of a well meaning idealist, and those 
crimes are the most dangerous ones because the personal 
integrity of the perpetrators makes the people think that 
they cannot be but right. Political development, national 
Progress is impossible without ethical development and 
progress. The nation’s destiny lies with every single man. 
Tell him that he is the master of his fate, the captain 
of his soul, that he is shaping the future of the nation, 
that his children and children’s children will bless him 
or curse him according to his merits, that he is responsi- 
ble for everything he says or does to God or however he 
may call the unknown power which created and per- 
meates the universe. This is salutary teaching, but the}

HE prophets of the new doctrine—there are many 
of them—will probably say: “We must confess

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FRIENDS’ CATALOGUE OUT. 
HE FRIENDS OF AMERICAN 
ART is considering a purchase of 
some of the paintings in the 
present oil exhibit at the insti- 
tute. The soctety’s new cata- 
logue has just been published. It is the 
fifth year book of the Friends of Amer- 
wan Art, and it marks a period in thre 
story uf the society. 

It offers to the public in condensed 
form the result of the work which 
has been acgemplished by the society 
in the course of ite five years of life. 
Before ts organization the Art insti- 
tute possessed few paintings by Ameri- 
can artists and practically no sculpture 
of American origin. There are repro- 
ductions of the purchases -made,. to- 
gether with a statement of such honors 
and prizes as have been won by them, 
and also a bibliography and short ac- 
count of the artists. 


In the last year the society has pur-

But 
now, when he is in need, not for himself, 
but for the government of the church, 
for the scattered, far away missions, for 
the poor, the destitute, the widowed and 
the fatherless, who have stretched out 
their arms to him for succor, and who 
have not pleaded in vain, when he has no 
one else to appeal to, now it is different.
